EDMONTON WINTER WEATHER. 


whence people are removing to this district, 
regarding the winter weather here, the follow- 


ing testumony from men who have come from | 


those districts, as contained in the following 
written toa resident of Palouse, which has 
been secured for publication, is of interest: 


Epmonton, ALberta, February 24th, 1893. 
E. Lewis, 


Sin:—This has been the coldest winter that 
has been ever known here. But the wind does 
not blow hard. The coldest days are not as 
disagreeable as they are in the Palouse country, 
Signed by the. following Washington men: 
Joseph K. Hay, Colfax, Washington, William 
Fitzpatrick, Colfax, Washington, Fred. L. Har- 
rison, Spokane, Washington, George Price, 
Palouse, Washington, T. B. Bell, Oakesdale, 
Washington, Wm. Rennick, Palouse city, 
Washington, Jas. McNaughton, North Dakota, 
Wm. Tarpley, Tekoa, Waskington, W. P. Sims, 
Tekoa, Washington. 

John R. Brenton of the Cross Woods farm 
near Edmonton says: I have been fifteen years 
in Manitobaand the Northwest, eleven years of 
which I have beenat Edmonton. I came from 
the state of Kentucky. The climate at Edmon- 
ton is the finest I have ever lived in. 

Thomas Bellamy says: ‘‘I have been in the 
Edmonton district two winters. For two weeks 
of this winter the weather was very cold but 
there was noWwind. From very careful enquiry 
Lam satisfied that this country has never had a 
real blizzard, and that such a thing as cattle 
freezing to death has never been known.” 


T. P. Lindlay, of Stony Plain, was born in 
Wisconsin and came from Spokane, Washing- 
ton, in May last. Was first struck by the 
large amount of fertile land in this district, 
the abundance of good water, the luxuriance of 
the grass, the large amount of wild berries, the 
nearness and abundance of material for build- 
ing and fencing purposes necessary to people in 
a new country. Worked at taking out saw 
logs for Lamoureux millJ every day except 
three during the present winter and suffered no 
inconvenience from the cold. Finds the com- 
plete absence of the tax collector a very favora- 
ble feature of this country. 


FURS. 

The following sales of fur have been made at 
Edmonton within the week. At Norris &

Walsh; A. Ladouceur, Lac la Biche, $415 to J. 
Walsh; J. Ladonceur, Lac la Biche, $207 to J. 
Walsh; A. Hamelin, Lac la Biche, $380 to T. 
Hanover; D. Desjarlais, Lesser Slave lake, $650 
te J. Walsh. At J. A. McDougall’s: Colin 
Johnstone, Athabasca Landing,$202 to J.Walsh 
At J. Cameron’s, J. Walsh purchased one lot 
at $57.50 and T. Hanover one lot at $201, both 
the property of Mr. Cameron. At present 
there are the following buyers at Edmonton: 
G. J. Kinnaird, for the H. B. Co., R. Secord, 
W. B. Stennett, Hdmonton, Laney Hibbard, T. 
Hanover and J. Walsh, Winnipeg. The cause 
of the meeting of such a large number of buyers 
at once is partly the fact that at this season 
traders come in from outside points, for sorting 
up supplies for spring trade, and always bring 
a small amount of tur with them to purchase 
what they require. It is also partly because of 
the sharp advance of fur prices at the London 
fur sales which took place on January 27th. 
Bear advanced 15 per cent over the price at the 
November sales, mink 35 per cent, martin 20 
per cent. red fox 10 per cent, grey fox 20 per 
cent, skunk 25 per cent, wolf was the same as 
in November. Beaver was 7§ per cent higher 
than in June last and muskrat 10 per cent 
higher than in June. Neither of these furs 
were offered at the November sales. Otter, 
fisher, lynx, wolverine, silver fox and cross fox 
were not offered at the January sale. 
The amount. of far offered was small, which 
helped to raise the prices. It is expected that 
the March sales will not give as high prices as 
there will be large offerings then. e catch 
of fur generally has been light this winter in 
this district. Foxes and mink are fairly num- 
erous and marten are said to be very numerous 
in the mountains. Lynx are increasing rapidly 
and will be numerous next year. There are 
very few bears, wolves or wolverines. Beaver 
is detreasing gradually, the animals being 
killed for both food and fur at all ages and in 


all seasons. They will soon be practically ex- 
tinct. On Peace river within the past 25 years 


beaver have decreased 70 per cent. The Indians 
are well off everywhere this winter as there are 
plenty of rabbits, and there will likely bea 
ood fur trade in the spring, as many of the 
ndiaus who are generally compelled to come to 
the traders for food during the winter are now 
able to remain out hunting all winter. 

The method in which furs are bought from 
the traders by the fur buyers is worthy of 
mention. The trader on coming to town 
stores his fur with some ofthe merchants,— 

rally the one to whom he owes the largest 
ill—and notities the fur buyers that his fur is 
for sale. Each buyer then visits the ware- 
house singly and sorts the fur over privately, 
making ep his mind what the whole lot is 
worth. Afterall the buyers have examined the 
fur, each one makes out a tender in a lurtp sum 


and hands it sealed to the trader who examines 
them, hands them back, and turns over the fur 
to the buyer who made the highes bid. Of 
course the trader always as a reserve bid for 
himself to protect him against possible com- 
binations amongst the buyers. The trader 


McKenzie, Red Deer; T. Han- | does not know upon what basis the buyer fixed 


the price he offered and the buyers do not—or 
are not supposed to—know each others bids.
